The role of a Repre- 
sentative and Senator now is indeed a 
trying one, never mind how you look at 
it.

Perhaps the bureau is at work 
now in the Department, but the creation 
of a new bureau means more money in 
the long run.

So the bureau is for women’s work whal- 
ly in the new conditions. 

But while the House was passing the 
bill, Representative Blanton of Texas, 
one Democrat who is quite famous as a 
long-distant talker, got.in a few hits 
against the Department of Labor that 
created no end of comment in the House 
and Senate. He likened the condi- 
tions in the Department of Labor as 
being “awful” and so bad that he could 
not vote for any bill to establish a new 
bureau in that Department at this 
time. He puts into the record that one 
of the highest officials of the Depart- 


} ment of Labor is in collusion with some 


anarchists and against the interests of 
the Government.

Well, Mr. Blanton of Texus speaks 
right out in meeting. He sj reads on 
record the statement that Mr. Post 
has been more than a friend of anar- 
chists and quoting the words of Chair- 
man Johnson of the Committee on Im- 
Migriition says that “numerous anar- 
chist enemies of this Government have 
been protected, favored and released 
from deserved deportation by Louis F. 
Post.” So the man from Texas goes on 
and refuses to vele for a new bureau 
until the Labor Department, now- under 
the control of his own political party, is 
freed from its present assaults. The 
Department of Labor investigation is 
suid to.be the next on the programme. 

The Hon. King Swope, of Ken- 
tucky, the soldier of the war not yet 
over, has made a speech in the House. 
That is, it is printed in the “Record.” 
It was a short speech for stich an oc- 
casion.. He asked for a hearing as to 
certain war conditions. His speech 
will prove of unusual interest... ““There 
were cetlain Camp Commanders”, says 
Mr. Swope, “who gave orders which 
prohibited officers from attending social 
affairs at’ which enlisted men ‘were in- 
vited, and*vice versa. Such orders-are 
out of.the question and-were generally 
given by some regular army oflicer who 
had been in the army sv long that he 


had ceased to be human and had be- } 


come a machine. Discipline, as every- 
one knows, is necessary in an army, 
but silly orders as prevent social inter- 
course Whatever between officers and 
men off duty do not produce any disci- 
pline, but on the contrary, create a 
condition that seriously threatens the 
morale of the whole Army. Our Army 


is not coonstructed on Prussian princi- 
ples, and we do not want any Prussian 
practices injected into it.” Mr. Swope 
introduces with this bit of a speech an 
anendiment to the Army appropriation 
bill that callsfor the non-payment of any 
salary to any officer of the Army or shall 
issue or cause to be issued any order, 
written or oral, preventing social inter- 
course between officers and. enlisted 
men while not on military duty, when 
such order was not authorized by law or 
general executive order. The soldier 
Representative must have reasons for 
such an amendment and while it is 
simply on record it is stated that real 
efforts will be made later on to have 
that amendment enacted into the law 
of the land. 

lepresentative Kahn, of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, says it 
is costing the United States $1,220,000 
a day to keep United States troeps on 
the Rhine. This being the case, with 
the cost of living creeping up and up 
and the bonus matter a live issue to the 
tune of more millions and millions, it is 
stated that the question of cutting off 
the appropriation for further payments 
by the War Department for such troops 
is being considered.

FRANK TYLER CARLTON 


Frank Tyler Carlton was born in 
Andover, July 10, 1865. He was gradu- 
ated from the Punchard Free School as 
valedictorian of the class of 1882. After 
a business course in Boston, he entered 
the employ of the Tyer Rubber Com- 
pany where for thirty-five vears he gave 
himself with unstinted devotion to its 
interests. 

Behind a quiet exterior, Mr. Carlton 
had a personality so versatile that he 
was a constant revelation to his friends.

Mitchell Palmer, charge 17 and 18 cents 
a pound, when Cuban sugar was selling 
at 64 cents, a transaction which was con- 
demned by the head of the’sugar board, 
an appointee of the President. Delay 
in gelling an option on last year’s sugar 
crop in Cuba has resulted in the present 
searcity of sugar and the high price. 

Congressman Rogers spoke on the 
recent railroad legislation and said the 
bill was framed in fairness to both em- 
ployer and employed, but also with 
relation to the paramount interest of all 

the people. President Wilson delayed 
naming a committee for six weeks and 
then, with the strike urging him on, 
appointed nine men whom the country 
never heard of, and the qualification of 
one, according to the Washington Post, 
was his experietice as a teacher in a 
ladies’ seminary. The people of the 
country have the right to expect from 
their representatives at Washington the 
appointment of only the best men for 
the positions, but how near President 
Wilson has come to this, lis appoint- 
ments show. 

He also spoke of the deportatrom of 
the “Reds” and declared that avowed 
anarehists have been set free by the De- 
partment of Labor and characterized 
Louis F. Post, assistant secretary of the 
department, as the most dangerous 
single influence in the country today. 
Detiers of the Constitution and insulters 
of the Flag were getting bolder every 
day and he learned of one man in Me- 
thuen, who, a declared anarchist, dared 
peopleto-have him arrested. 

Concluding, Congressman Rogers told 
of what Congress had accomplished in 
trying to reduce the cost of government 
and thereby eventually the high cost of 
living, and stated that one appropria- 
tion had been cut from S1T18,Q000,000, as 
recommended for fortifications, to $18,- 
000,000, and the committee afterwards 
acknowledged that they had made a 
mistake in the original figures and ac- 
cepted the reduction.
